as le. There was certainly 90 
per cent. of the fruit of the old portion 
of the grove that would reach the mar- 
ket in perfect condition. Bastward the 
trees revealed the condition that was 
soon found universal in the froeted dis- 
tricts—the young trees, the poorly cul- 
tivated old trees, and the sickly, sun- 
burned trees showing up in very .bad 
shape, fully 50 per cent. of the crop in 
most cases indicating a deeneration. 
On returning through this section four 
days later the same state was ob- 
served—hard, firm fruit on the old, 
well-matured and a general 
soften of fruit on the little trees. 
E ONTARIO COLONIES, 
Reaching Ontario at noon, the pack- 
ing-houses were visited. The growers

A drive over 
the Brockton Square tract and a trip 
through ue orchards of A. P. Johnson 
to the southward revealed ititle indica- 
tion of frost, except in the most ex- 
posed places. The Malta bloods and 
St. Michaels.were uninjured as far as 
could be determined by a careful exam- 
ination. Through the courtesies of Mr. 

the writer was directed to the 
famous coid belt on Magnolia avenue. 
The young trees of the Hill orchard 
were somewhat injured, but there was 
plenty of good mo hl y through the 
larger trees. The E t ranch, farther 
south, was teeming with perfect fruit. 
Everest has several acres enclosed in a 
lath house. Of course thie is intact, 
but not more so than the fruit on the 
outside trees In the same orchard, or in 
ai} the other orchards visited in that 
section of Riverside where the trees are 
mature and ‘the crop properly ripened.
